After leaving Gleichen our next 
most important stop was at Medi- 
cine Liat where we arrived at 9 p.m. 
Proceediiiz to Winnipeg we remain- 
ed over night.to join,the!

talion. When we léft there, © thé¥e 
were two train loads of us and I 
must say that the Winnipeg people 
evidently think a lot of their boys 
for it seemed to me fully half of the 
population rallied to see them off. 
We could hardly see the city for 
the people and there was nothing 
but people in sight for miles after 
we left the camp. 

While there were many points of 
interest, along the route it is im- 
possible to refer to them all so will 
pass on to Montreal where we were 
inspected at the docks by the Duke 
of Connought, after which we board- 
ed the ‘‘North-Land’’ steamship. 

We had an exceptionally good 
trip across the Atlantic, although 
at times the ship rocked a little 
which only helped to remove the 
monotony. All the boys proved 
very good sailors and none were 
very sick, For myself I got tired 
seeing 80 much water and believe 
all were pleased to see land again. 
Church parade was held every 
Sunday morning, the 28th band 
supplying the music. This band 
also gave us selections every day 
which helped to cheer us up on the 
way over. We passed the Kddy- 
stone light house'and were pleased 
to see it revolving as we neared it. 

We had pretty good food enroute 
but were hungry ‘when we landedj 
until we got into,camp, where w 
again joined our own battalion. 
They seemed pleaged to see us and 
I assure you we were glad to meet 
them, I forgot ta say we had life-

ship and the night before we reach-

Writes DownTelephone Talk 


The Telescrike Records Conversations 
Over the Phone 

If Edison's new invention would put 
a stop to the foolish and prolonged 
conversation indulged in by some wo 
men on the telephone it will prove 
welcome to mauy who are pestered 
with the girlor wotiun with too much 
time on her hands and no considera 
tion for busy people, ‘This latest in- 
vention is u device by which telephon 
ic conversations are automatically re- 
corded, It is a smali instrument which 
may rest on a desk and is called the 
telescribe. While the telephone is 
being used this instrumcut, started by 
the pressing of a button, is recording 
the conversation on a wax cylinder. A 
needle attuched to a delicate dit 
phragm at the end of a receiver in 
scribes the vibrations upon a wax cyl 
inder, is sent to a typist and is run 
off like any other phonograph record, 
the typist transcribing the conversa- 


tion on a sheet of paper. This may be 
kept for reference. If the speaker's 
voice is desired to be preserved the 
wax record may be kept.

The munitions of war which France 
has not been able to manufacture at 
home she has imported in large mea- 
sure from the workshops of the Unit- 
ed States; and vessels loaded with 
these munitions of war are safely con- 
voyed across the Atlantic by the war- 
ships of the allied powers, Thus the 
German hope to force an early peace 
on France through the exhaustion of 
her supplies has been destroyed, Rus- 
sia, too, is securing munitions of war 
from the United States across the 
Pacific, from which ocean the German 
flag has entirely disappeared. For the 
purposes of this war the Pacific ocean 
is now a British lake. Japan also ts 
believed to be co-operating with the 
allies in furnishing the Russians with 
munitions of war.—Winnipeg Free

DIRECT TAXATION 
NATIONAL REVENUE 


Would the Direct Taxation of Land 
Produce the Country's Revenue 


Requiremets? 
/ 


Much criticism of the increase in 
the customs tariff of 6% and 744%, and 
particularly of the application of 
these duties to goods formerly free, 
have been expressed on the platform 
and in the press during recent months. 

Those who oppose the Government's 
revenue raising measures offer as an 
alternative a direct tax on land. The 
supporters of interested land taxation 
are apparently unmoved by the re 
cent statement of the Hon. Mr. White 
that for months past municipalities 
have been asking the Finance Depart- 
ment to secure them credit at the 
banks because they could not collect 
their arrears of taxes imposed on the 
property within their jurisdiction. 
They also seem to ignore the specifi 
legislation now being enacted in 
various provinces to suepend principal 
payments on property because of the 
multitude of owners who can do no 
more than pay intereét and taxes, 

The greatest support to the direct 
land tax theory comes from the Wes- 
tern provinces, where it has been put 
into effect in the form of a provincial 
tax amounting to $10 per quarter sec- 
tion on uncultivated lands owned by 
non-residents in the Province of Sas- 
katchewan, and a provincial tax of 
ten mills on the assessed value of all 
unoultivated lands in the Province of 
Alberta. How a further extension of 
the direct ‘and tax theory would af- 
feot the West is indicated in an edi- 
torial which appeared recently in the 
Manitoba Free Press. 

The Free Press quotes the follow- 
ing extract from a North Dakota 
paper: “It is believed that, as a re- 
sult of the war tax on land imposed 
by the Canadian Government, a num- 
ber of former Dakota farmers who 
went to the British Northwest will be 
compelled to return to the United 
States. Information has been re- 
ceived that the tax wil) amount to 
about $500 for each farm of 160 acres, 
which in the case of many of the for 
ther residents of the two Dakotas 
would practically amount to confis- 
cation,” 

The West has a vital interest in 
this question, and those who advocate 
increased ‘irect taxation on land for 
national revenue purposes would do 
well to take careful stock of the 
situation before advocating such a 
drastic chang: in the revenue pro- 
ducing systems of the country.

and until the law is complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prompt 
action must be taken, the law being 
very strictin thig matter, The brand 
readers are entitled to a fee of two 
dollars for each abimal they examine 
and milage to thea amount of 10e per 
mile, not to exceed 80 miles. The cost 
of the advertising and the reading of 
the brands is a @harge against the
